I often contemplate with aſtoniſhment, that ſuperb pile of divinity 
which you have raiſed by eſtabliſhing this fimple propoſition, © That 
* the Jews were unacquainted with the doctrine of a future ſtate of 
% rewards and puniſhments.” The immortal Newton founded his 
noble Syſtem of Attraction on obſerving an apple fall to the Ground; 
with equal ſagacity, your Lordſhip, it is ſaid, took the firſt hint of 
ſurpriſing the learned world by your ſublime paradox, on obſerving the 
amazement with which the ſpectators at a pantomime entertainment, 


beheld Harlequin iſfuing from an Egg! : 
The completion of particular prophecies, your Lordſhip knows, 


ſupplies the ſtrongeſt evidence for the truth of the Goſpel. This evi- 
dence will, I flatter myſelf, appear with the utmoſt perſpicuity from 


my Eſſay on Cox's Muſzum. Both St. John, and Daniel (two mighty 
. prophets) have deſcribed its beauties, and illuſtrated 258 ſurpriſing mag- 


nificence in that ſublime, allegorical myſterious ſtyle, which fills us at 
once with admiration and reverence. For my part, I candidly own 
myſelf deeply affected by that happy obſcurity which ſingularly per- 
vades the ſacred writings. If they were diſtinguiſhed by clearneſs and 
preciſion, there would be no field left for that noble exerciſe of our

It would be both a preſumptuous and ſuperfluous taſk. in me, my 
Lord, to expatiate on the true nature, extent, and deſign of Prophecy: 
I refer the reader to your Lordſhip's immortal writings, I ſhall only 
obſerve, That in this ſceptical age, direct proofs, fairly deduced from 
the completion of ſpecial prophecies, are the likelieſt means of inſpir- 
ing men with a proper zeal for our holy religion, and the rights of the 
church. Your labours, my Lord, in this vineyard have been great and 
meritorious; your Lordſhip's acute diſcrimination of prophecies into 
their primary and ſecondary ſenſes, will always remain a ſhining 
mark of your penetration and uncommon ſagacity; your Lord- 
ſhip's ſolution and explanation of one + celebrated prophecy in the 
New Teſtament is really aſtoniſhing! you inſtantaneouſly diſcover the 
true meaning by blending and confounding the primary and ſecondary 
ſenſes together, and producing a blaze from this colliſion, to illuminate 
the myſterious darkneſs of a double prophecy, that had 4 puzzled and

deceived the primitive church. I am tempted to think, that your 
Lordſhip might have been led into this curious mode of inveſtigation 
by reaſoning from analogy, as you may have ſeen two chymical liquors

Every part indeed of your Lordſhip's writings, abound with ſimilar 
inſtances of ſuperior parts and extraordinary genius.

Your Lordſhip's ineſtimable comprehenſive dot#rine, 
on this knotty point, reſembles that curious piece of mechaniſm 
which /eparately and conjointly entertains us with a view of the woolen 
manufacture in all 17s different ſtages, from the ſheering'of the ſheep 
to the preſſing of the cloth. eme . 

Your Lordſhip's celebrated alliance, between church and ſtate, does 
equal honour to your abilities as a politician and a divine. The envious 
and malignant attempts of your enemies to break this ſalutary alliance 
are too well known to the public. The true intereſts of church and

129 notice of this prophecy of his maſter's, Sceptics may impute the Apoſtle's prudential ſilence to a finifter 
motive, but Dr. W——rb—n aſſigns the true cauſe. Ihe Biſhop's ingeruity and modeft aſſurance were 
never more conſpicuouſly diſplayed than in his elaborate diſſertation and interpretation of this prediftion.— 
After exploding the double doctrine from the New Covenant of Grace, —he makes an illuſtrious exception in 
' favour of this prophecy, and _— introduces his ſuperanuated primary and ſecondary ſenſes. In ſhort, the 
good Biſhop. cannot proceed a ſingle ſtep without them, and puts one in mind of Mr, Locke's young gentle- 
man, who by a ftrange aſſociation of ideas, could not dance without the affiſtance' of an old trunk placed 
in a corner of bis room. Howerer, let us hear Le Savant Evegque ſpeak for himſelf. But as this 
ſpecies of double prophecy, when confined to the events of one ſingle diſpenſation, take off the moſt plauſible 
objection to primary and ſecondary ſenſes in general, it may not be improper to give another af 144 of 
it, which ſhall be taken from a time when one would leaſt expect to find a double prophecy employed, 
I mean under the Goſpel Diſpebſation. I have obſerved ſomewhere or other, that the oeconomy of grace, 
having little or nothing to ſhadow out, like the law, it had ſmall occaſion for typical rites or celebrations, 
or for prophecies with a double fenſe ; and that therefore they are not to be expected, nor indeed are they to 
de found under the Goſpel,” Divine Legation, V. $5. B. 6. 
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ſtate may ſeem inconſiſtent and incompatible, if we form a ſuperficial 
and erroneous judgment from the wars, maſſacres, and perſecutions, 
which the perpetual claſhing of their reſpective intereſts has occaſioned 
ſince the eſtabliſhment of Chriſtianity, But your Lordſhip muſt have 
an intuitive perception of the futility of ſuch ſpecious objections. On 
ſuch falacious premiſes we might aſſert that the connubial union be- 
tween man and woman never exiſts, if we are allowed to draw ſuch an 
illogical concluſion from their conjugal ſquabbles. Beſides, my Lord, 
I really think you might prove the truth of your propoſition, by ſhew- 
ing, that the difſention between church and ſtate are a demonſtration 
of this very alliance. Your Lordſhip may borrow an apt illuſtration 
from the canine ſpecies ; in the act of generation, my Lord, the male 
and female drag different ways, yet their oppoſition, at this critical 
period, indiſputably originates from that natural (and almoſt indiſ- 
ſoluble) tie which then ſubſiſts between them. 

Give me leave to condole with your Lordſhip on the diſſoluteneſs 
and profligacy of the times. Cuckoldom and divorces were never ſo 
frequent, even the reverend judges of the ecclefiaſtical courts are often 
puzzled by the ſubtle diſtinctions and nice diſquiſitions on the nature of 
rem in re, though their learning and “ profeſſion peculiarly qualify them

for the diſcuſſion of ſuch delicate points, Moſt huſbands, at preſent, my 
Lord, would ſhare the fate of the“ Ægyptian monarch, if they laboured 
under the ſame misfortune, and were preſcribed the fate infallible eye- 
water.—In vain might they expect to ſee the chaſte ſalutiferous medicine 
. flowing from their wanton wives. 
It is likewiſe a fatal prelude to the ruin of a Chriſtian ſtate, when the 
clerical indefeaſible right of tythes is profanely attacked. Even the 
Divine Apoſtolic inſtitution of Epiſcopacy is treated with contempt and 
ridicule. The clergy are univerſally deſpiſed, and their pretenſions to a 
ſuperior intereſt with heaven “ laughed to ſcorn.” Yet ſurely, my Lord, 
much might be ſaid in their defence. The ſacredneſs of their function, 
and their officiating in the holy rights of Religion, may, in ſome meaſure, 
juſtify them. Conſecration, and the /aying on of the biſhops hands, may ; 
inſpire them with a ſuperior idea of their own importance, and flatter them f 
with ſupernatural ideas of a more direct communication with heaven, ; 
than the laity can expect. A flight connection of ideas lately produced a 
1 ſimilar notion in a woman of the town, who publicly declared her inten- 
tion of preſenting a memorial to the Lords of the Admiralty, and mo- 
deftly alledged her title to their Lordſhip's favour and protection, as ſhe 
had ſerved in the humble capacity of wh—re to a marine officer.

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clergy, to obtain relief in matter of ſubſcription.” Yes, my Lord, 
they are the palpable dupes of the Preſbyterians. The 39 Articles are 
the facred inclgſure of the church, if it is once levelled, the church will 
become a common, and all ſects will graze on it indifcriminately. The 
Preſbyterians have long beheld the emoluments of the parochial clergy 
with a jealous and carnal eye. They luſt after the #:/b-pors of Egypt, 
and are ready to forſake old mother kirk, but would fain have ſome 
plauſible pretext for their deſertion.— Permit me to amuſe your Lord- 
ſhip with a brief and appoſite apologue on the occaſion, though I ſhall 
make no invidious application of it.----The late Lord Chancellor Hard- 
wicke kept a number of dogs on very ſcanty fare. Dr. Mede, who was 
his neighbour, lived with the utmoſt elegance and hoſpital ty.

I beg your Lordſhip's pardon for omitting to celebrate your triumph 
over the petulant Dr. Leland. When you had proved, that there is no 
eſſential difference between the eloquence of Demoſthenes and Alder- 
man Hodges, or between Lord Mansfield and his Grace of Richmond ; 
this Iriſh Profeſſor moſt impudently controverted your Lordthip' s de- 
ciſive ſentiments. The world, ever jealous of ſuperior talents, joined 


with the Doctor merely to mortify you, tho' they were ere con- 


vinced of the truth and novelty of your Lordfhip's paradox. 
You were alſo pleaſed to affirm, * That rudeneſs and tartar eſs

GIN AT.“ Elegance, purity, and eloquence, your Lordſhip has often 
found in — nn merely human, inſidiouſſy deſigned perhaps to 
miſlead and deceive mankind. Now, Be claſſical qualities, would 
have debaſed the ſacred writings, and are abſolutely incomparible with 
your Lordſhip's divine charactrriſtics of an inſpired language —rudeneſt and 
barbarouſneſs. Cicero obſerves, my Lord, that there is a certain 
philoſophical affinity of the ſciences, by which they mutually aſſiſt 
each other.—This fine remark is exemplified in your Lordfhip ; for 
even with your univerſal Genius, you would never have ſhone with 
ſuch ſuperior luſtre in Divinity, if you had not firſt taken your Degrees 
in Law, as an Attorney. To your Lordſhip's original profeſſion, we

Jubtle and acute lawyer, from your Lordſhip. 

In purſuing the ſubjet, my Lord, you accounted and apologiſed 
for the barbarity of the Apoſtles ſtyle, by aſcribing it to their igno- 
rance of the idiom of that language in which they wrote. Beſides, 
my Lord, it rendered the miracle of tongues” (if I may be allowed 
the expreſſion) more miraculous! For though Dr. Leland has incon- 
teſtibly proved, that in the ordinary occurrences of life, people are 
unintelligible to each other, without underſtanding the idiom of the 


language in which they ſpeak ; yet in the Apoſtolic Age it was quite 


a different thing ! — By not attending to this orthodox criterion, 
and by transferring the ſceptical ideas of the eighteenth century, to 


the firſt ages of the Chriſtian Church; the Doctor has maliciouſly 


miſrepreſented and irreparably injured your Lordſhip's /terary cha- 
racer. But what is of infinitely more importance, and what J am 
confident gives your Lordſhip more ſerious concern, he has ſhook the 
credit of the ſacred ſcripture ; for by demonſtrating that the Apoſtolic 
ſtyle is not ſo barberous as your Lordſhip and Dr. Middleton repre- 
ſented it; he has deprived it of its internal divine characteriſtic. 
Surely your Lordſhip muſt have been deeply affected by this man's 


. miſtaken zeal and arrogance. When the Doctor had rubbed off the 


holy ruſt of the New Teſtament, you felt your indignation - riſe,

Ptolemy Lagus ſurpriſed Jeruſalem, and carried off 100,000 captives.-But the Biſhop of Meaux wiſely 
obſerves, that this can ſcarce be deemed a calamity, as Ptolemy made them freemen of Alexandria, and em- 
ployed them in his army. During this interval tuo, the people revolted from their Theocratic allegiance, ard 
committed idolatry, contrary to Daniel's prediction. The chiefs of the nation betrayed the people, to flatter 
the Heathen Kings of the earth; the ſplendid feſtivals of Greece were introduced to illuminate the ſower 
feaſts of Jeruſalem. The Levites occaſioned diſſentions by their canvaſſing for the High Prieſthood ; and 
Judza was afflicted and torn to pieces by faction, as Europe was, in the ages of ſuperſtition, on the election 
of a Pope. Antiochus too, during this happy interval, comes up, againſt the holy city,” plunders and pro- 
fanes the ſanctuary of the God of Iſrael ; and blaſphemouſly ſets up the ſtatue of the Olympian Jupiter in the- 
temple, and orders the Jews to fall down and worſhip him.“ But ſuch vague declamation can never ſhake 
the veracity of Daniel's predictions, or prove Michaelis's interpretation, and application df them to be erro- 
neous.
